Mr. Cannou'o resolution probably led 


all other topics iu interest, particularly 
when it became kuowu that it was the 
result of a conference between the au- 
thor, tho President, Senator Halo nnd 
other leading spirits in congress.

news of the satisfactory ending of the 
incident through the withdrawal of the 
suggestion by Spain was expected LIB 
eoon aa it was noted that a Loophole had 
been left open by the failure to make tho 
complaint iu anything like ollicial shape.

M. Molino, a Mexican quicksilver 


minor, living in Oantaa canyon, a wild 
nd picturesque region of the Coast 
ango mountains, has met a tragic 
eath. Sunday friends of the man called 
o pay him a visit at his home, but they 
were startled to find hie little two-room 
ibia in ashes. In the debris were the 
baetly remains of Molino. Only tbe 
barred hones remained afl an evidence 
f the unfortunate man's fate. 
Yesterday Coroner G. L. Long received 


._ telephone message from Big Panoche 
n regard to the casualty, with a request 
hat lie hold an inquest and investigate 
be cause of Molino'a death. 


Molino's friends believe that he was 


murdered and several things Babatanti- 


te this theory. Hie remalna were not 
n that part of the houee occupied by 
he bed. This ia a point indicating that 
ome enemy assassinated the man and 
hen eet fire to the building. He wai 
emperale in his habits and in case of 
fire by accident during the time before 
he retired would have succeeded in es- 
caping from the bouse. If a lamp had 
been left burning after he had retired 
and the fire resulted from an explosion, 
t is argued that he would have been 
mrned to death while iu bed. 


Molino had a fine homestead and 


many persona coveted it. He was away 
rom home a great deal of the time 
working in the New Idria quicksilver 
mines, and a few weeks ago tried to 
ump the claim. A bitter quarrel re 
aulted. Molino continued in possession, 
jut he feared trouble with persons who 
desirtid to secure the land. 


The miner was about SO years old an£ 


unmarried, lie lived alone in his cabin 
and it was located several miles from 
any other houee. tor some years Mo- 
lino has worked at good wages and his 
Mends say that he was eomewbat of a 
miser. It IB believed that he kept a 
largo amount of money at his cabin and 
perhaps robbery was the motive of the 
crime. No trnco of the coin could be 
found in the ruins of tbe houee. 


Molino had iiot been seen for several 


daya and owing to the isolation of hie 
cabin the lire waa noticed by no one. 
lie may have been murdered and the 
liotiEo burned four or five days ago. 
Thin would give the murderer a good 
etart and it in likely that the crime will 
become another West Side mystery that 
will balllo tho olllcers lor mouths to

moisture in the clouds. The rain (lap 
ww floating nil afternoon, and the 
weather man prognosticates n down- 
pour for today. It was reported that 
the fiaK was hoisted and then taken 
down and the rumor epread that the 
weather man changed hie mind about 
rain. Mr. Bolton Hays, however, that 
the flag wafl wavioR all afternoon. 


Speaking of rain, O. M. Judy, who 


represents G. W. McNear, the jjram 
man, in Reedley and Dinuba, waa in 
town Sunday night and in conversation 
with a REPUBLICAN reportar he stated 
that for the last four days he had driven 
all over hia district and that tho Brain, 
with the exception of that in the dry 
bog, ie doinu nicely. The winter sown 
wheat is from three to PIS inches above 
the ground, while the summer follow i3 
at high aa twelve and fourteen inches. 
Even'without any more rain, Mr. Judy 
tbiuka tbe crop in that eection will be 
fair,'but for really pood crops, he says, 
about an inch and a half of rain is re- 
quired within tbe next two or t)T« 
weeks. 
That vicinity, be remarked, had an 


advantage over other leaa favored parts, 
however, as it baa tba benefit of eub- 
irrigation, being in Alta Irrigation Dis- 
trict No. G. The big ditch ia now dry 
and hae been for Eome tims, us there ia 
no water in the mountains, but tho 
ground ia still more or lose moistened 
from tbe seepage while there was water 
in the ditch.

The 
men had had trouble the preceding day, 
ind when they entered 
tho saloon 


BraJen ueed a vile epithet about them 
and etruck Antoue. As ho did so, he 
drew hia piatol. In the mean time An- 
tone reached in hie inside coat pocket 
[or hia revolver, liradon shot first, 


oimJiDp Antoue slightly in the breast. 
Then Dutra, who was at tbe bar pay- 


ing a bill, ran up, and Bradon fired at 
biin. I*!iLra then started for the door, 
md Brad en, takiug deliberate aim, ehot 
t him. 
When the fleeing Portuuueae 


fell Hradeii agnin lired nt him. Dutra 
picked him elf up ami ran, Braden fol- 
lowing him and shooting at him. The 
only bullet that took effect entered near 
the shoulder and came out in the side 
of the neck. 
That testimony was given by T. J. 


Arlin, o blacksmith who was in the 
ealoou at tho time, and who waa brought 
down from Stockton to testify at tho 
trial: Joe Moran, the ealooniat, and J. 
W. Abbott, who was also a witness to 
the shooting. 


The defence will be that Braden acted 


in eeit-defenee, and that the Portuguese 
went into the saloon for the purpose of 
looking for trouble, which they found. 
One of them IB reported to have eaiil 
that be didn't know that Braden had a 
pistol.
